llio view to American observers,tho sight will 
bo moro wonderful in British territory, for 
there the moon passes over Venus and en- 
tirely hides her from view.

lioii will bo specially interesting as the 
moon moves with her' dark etige foremost 
and tho planet disappears behind tho dark 
part of the intercepting body as if it woro 
suddenly lost in the clear sky. 


On tba LVlu, Venus roaches her period of 


greatest brilliancy, and her radiant beauly 
as evening slnr culminates.

LIGHTS ON SMALL BOATS. 


Tho following rulo was adopted by tho 


tho Board of Supervising Inspectors of 
Steam Vessels at thoir last mooting held in 
Washington : 


"AH coal boats, produce boats, fishing 


boats, etc., navigating any bay, or harbor or 
river, or which shall bo moored in or near 
the channel or fairway of any bay, harbor 
or river, shall carry ono bright whito light 
forward, not loss than six feet above tho rail 
or dock." 
As this rule applies lo nil classes 


of boats it would be well for every owner of 
a boat, no matter bow small, to provide him- 
self with a suitable lantern and staff so as to 
comply with tho law. A fine of £200 can bo 
imposed upon anyone not complying with 
tho statute, and we aro anxious that all in- 
terested should be prepared for its applica- 
tion.
